| Out t Catholie ocialist (a real impossibil- 
ec states that under Socialism the Cath- 
| ‘could surely believe as he pleases. 

There is no doubt but that he could 
| believe as the Church ‘would have him, 
but he miist do more than believe; he 
must comply with the ‘requirements of 
religion, he must attend church, and be 
provided with the means of salvation 
according to the divinely appointed way. 
Now what if the government under 
Socialism should allow no provision for 
Catholic churches and priest, what if it 
dictated what should be the public form 
of religion, if any? Judging from the 
former wholesale attacks on the Church 
by professedly Socialist papers, and judg- 
ing from the hell-born attacks with 
which “The Menace,”’—founded by the 
Socialist Wayland, and propagated with 
vengeance by.
